Although 
this constant contribution of stock had 
the effect to weaken the market and 
cause it to shade off, yet so skillfully 
was it manipulated that all shrinkages 
were only gradual, and so deceptive 
that but very few regarded the changes 

ing on as anywise dangerous, and 
not until the opening of the market 
last week were the great majority. of 
operators alarmed, but always hoping 
for the change, they held on until by 
circumstances forced to sell. In this 
movement to force people out of their 
shares, many élements were combined 
with the “bears,” and from the banks 
calling in ‘their loans, it looks as if 
these moneyed institutions were in 
league with them. The heavy sales 
of the bonanza shares contributed ma- 
terially to the shrinkages in the bal 
ance of the shares, and their deéprecia- 
tion was of the most serious assistance 
to those that demoralized the market.

the corn should be gathered, and then 
with a good two horse aan’ 
let the ground be plowed, and sure 
to turn under all the weeds and grass. 
The cornstalks should also be placed 
along in the furrows and covered with 
the plow; all will impart more or less 
fertility tothesoil. Ifstubble or clov- 
er land, the same process. When 
done, sow from one to two bushels. of 
good, clean wheat, being governed 
by quality of soil. If corn ground. 

take a heavy brush, leveling the ground 
well with it; if stubble or clover, fol- 
low a heavy iron tooth harrow, with 
which level the surface. If you are 
not supplied with a harrow, the brush 
will answer. This done, and you will 
be almost certain to have a good crop 
of wheat. - It has been ascertained that 
great benefit may be derived by run- 
ning a harrow over the ground in the 
spring of the year, breaking the crust 
formed by the beating rains of wiater, 

without injury to the young wheat.

Justice Court, Tuvespay, Ocro- 
BER 30.—The case of a Celestial 
charged with keeping an opium den 
was on trial this afternoon in the Jus- 
tice Court. Bang Wo, alias any other 
Chinese name, it is alleged by the de- 

‘tective force, presides over a house in 
Chinatown in which white men are 
frequently found, and in which much 
opium smoking is done. A jury com- 
posed of good men has been empan- 
neled to try the case. The law is pe- 

culiar in reference to this particular 
offense, but the interpretration of that 
law as given by the authorities in Vir- 
ginia City and Carson is somewhat 
unique. The law is that any one who 
sells, gives away or otherwise disposes 

_ of opium, or keeps a house or room 
wherein opium is smoked, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction of the same shall be 

punished by a fine not exceeding $500 

_ or imprisonment in the county jail for 
aterm not exceeding six months, or 
both. The District Attorney, Wm. 
Cain, has promised the head Chinese 
here that if opium smoking was 
simply confined to themselves that he 
would not prosecute them, as he 

deemed that they had not violated the 
spirit and interpretation of the opium 
law, as elsewhere held. Strictly 
speaking, such promised immunity is 
somewhat remarkale; but ‘the mass 
_of Americans care little whether Chi- 
_Mese smoke opium or not. It is ra- 


tional to presume that the design of| 


the law is to prevent white persons 
from using in any form the pernicious 
drag.

> Liberty or Death. ™ 
‘Desperate Attempt at Prison Breaking— 
Twe Prisoners Wounded, one Fatally— 
| render—Bravery of Captain Mathew- 
sen. 


: 
About 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the time arrived for the periodical at- 
tempt to break the State Prison at 
Carson. The plans seem to have been 
laid and understood, but appear rather 
clumsy in various details. At the 
hour named Captain Mathewson 
deputy Warden, and Gunnond, Cap- 
tain of the guard, were in the upper 
story of the shoe shop. They were 
surprised by the nine or ten men who 
are employed in this department, and 
armed with knives came dashing up 
the steps crying ‘“‘Liberty or death.” 
The officers had no time to prepare 
forthe shock and were overpowered 
and dragged down the.stairs by the 
desperate villains, who had evidently 
determined to compel their assistance 
in liberating the other prisoners. 
One Belcher, whe is under sentence 
for 21 years, was the leader and directed 
each movement of the forlorn hope. 
The villains brandished their weapons 
about the faces of their captives, and 
seemed to grow more savage at the 
prospect of their success, all the time 
repeating their watchword of liberty 
or death. Upon reaching the yard 
however, Metthewsoa resolutely rais- 
ed the alarm although surrounded and 
in the power ofhis enemies. Then a 
struggle ensued between the officers 
and their captors, and the sentries hes- 
itated to shoot because of the -fear of 
killing the officer. During the affray 
Captain Gunnond was cut se- 
verely in the thigh by one of 
the ruffians, and affairs were getting 
desperate when Mathewson, with a 
round oath to the sentries, commanded 
them to shoot and never mind him. 
This order was obeyed, and Alec. 
Johnson, one of the prisoners, fell to 
the ground mortally wounded. Cap- 
tain Mathewson, the brave deputy, 
who placed his own life in peril, that 
he might defeat the attempt, was also 
wounded in the left arm slightly. 
The desperate prisoners seemed to 
lose all hope when the sentries began 
to fire upen the crowd, and the leader, 
Belcher, told Mathewson that he was 
ready to surrender, thereupon the fire 
of the sentries was withdrawn and the 
desperadoes surrendered and were 
locked up. 
The desperate men who made such 
a hopeless dash for freedom are given 
below: 
Badarecea, under sentence for life; 
Kelley, of Reno, for life; Mattheny, 
for life; Johnson, 12 years; Burton, 3 


years; Allen, 7 years; Belcher, 21 
years. Medical aid was immediately 
summoned from Carson to attend the 
wounded. The physicians found that 
guard Mitchell’s-aim had been uner- 
ring, and that Jobnsen’s sentence was 
about served out, se far as this world 
is concerned. He isa Dane and was 
sent from Nye county to serve 12
